The plan is simple., The rural 
church member simply sets aside 
an acre of his land, or any amount 
he may desire, for the benefit 
of 
his church. 
He plants cotton, corn 
or other grain and after the har­ 
vest, gives the church the 
money 
derived from the crop. 
Georgia, North and South Caro­ 
lina, Alabama, 
Texas, 
Virginia__ 


virtually all the Southern States 
are adopting the idea. 
The plan is not new. 
Dr. Louie 
D. Newton, Baptist minister 
here 
says it has been in use in Georgia 
for two or three generations. 
The 
rules 
do 
not restrict the 
plan to use of the soil alone. Hogs, 
calves and chickens are raised for 
the church in many communities. 
W. O. Rosser of 
Pigsah 
Baptist 
Church, in North Carolina, reports 
the sale of honey, canned
